In  1857  Father  Eugene  Funcken,  of  the  Congregation  of  the  Resurrection,  came  to  Can- 
ada from  Holland  and  began  missionary  work  in  Southwestern  Ontario.  His  territory  was 
large  and  there  were  no  prospective  priests  who  might  aid  him  in  his  work.  With  a  view 
to  the  future  he  opened  a  high  school  in  the  village  of  St.  Agatha  to  train  native  cler- 
gy to  help  him  in  his  missionary  work.  In  1864  his  brother  Louis,  also  a  priest  of  the 
Congregation,  joined  him,  and  immediately  opened  a  college  under  the  patronage  of  St. 
Jerome. 

By  1866  the  school  had  grown  so  much  that  the  first  building  was  no  longer  adequate. 
A  new  building  was  purchased  in  Berlin,  now  Kitchener,  and  the  school  was  transferred 
there.  Additions  to  this  original  building  were  made  in  1886  and  1909.  Now,  in  1953, 
St.  Jerome's  has  so  grown  that  it  is  again  expanding  -  this  time  to  new  buildings  on 
the  outskirts  of  Kitchener.  The  buildings  of  the  present  St.  Jerome's  will  continue  to 
to  house  the  High  School  Department,  while  the  new  St.  Jerome's  will  be  the  home  of 
the  Intensive  Latin  and  College  Departments. 

St.  Jerome's  College,  as  well  as  other  schools  in  Ontario  and  Kentucky,  is  con- 
ducted by  the  Fathers  of  the  Congregation  of  the  Resurrection.  This  Congregation  also 
conducts  parishes  in  these  same  localities,  and  preaches  home  missions  throughout  eas- 
tern Canada  and  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  United  States.  The  Prefecture  of  Bermuda 
with  its  missions  is  in  the  charge  of  the  Congregation.

The  crowd  roars  as  a  solidly  kicked  ball 
spirals  lazily  into  the  air.  This  scene,  re- 
miniscent pf  last  fall,  is  a  familiar  one  for 
the  rugby  fans  of  St.  Jerome's. 

This  year  as  always,  the  crowd's  roar  was 
for  the  burly  boys  in  Green  and  Gold  uniforms 
who,  through  their  skill  and  sportsmanship, 
brought  glory  to  the  fair  escutcheon  of  St. 
Jerome 's. 

There  was  the  usual  shortage  of  alternates 
this  year  due  to  our  small  enrollment,  but 
the  team  itself  was  a  good  one.  If  Coach  Clem 
Faust  found  a  deficit  of  numbers  from  which 
to  pick,  he  found  also  an  abundance  of  skill. 
However,  because  of  the  lack  of  numbers,  the 
players  needed  the  utmost  endurance,  and  so 
were  put  through  a  rigorous  and  daily  prac- 
tice. That  the  boys  were  in  teriffic  shape 
was  shown  by  the  few  injuries  received.  Grad- 


ually, by  dint  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of 
the  players,  a  compact,  smoothly  running 
team  of  bone  crushing  linemen  and  shifty 
backfielders  emerged. 

The  team  went  eagerly  into  its  first  game 
of  the  season,  an  exhibition  tilt  with  a 
local  juvenile  squad,  thus  opening  their 
season  with  a  spectacular  win. 

In  their  schedule,  the  Lions  split  their 
winless  record  with  DeLaSalle,  but  were 
edged  twice  by  St.  Michael's  College.  The 
Double  Blue  had  a  team  of  comparable  strength 
but  a  much  stronger  bench. 

In  the  final,  a  sudden  death  playoff  in 
Kitchener,  the  Lions  held  their  own  until 
the  last  quarter  when  St.  Mike's  pulled 
ahead,  and,  in  spite  of  the  courageous  ef- 
forts of  the  Lions,  St.  Mike's  won  the 
championship  by  a  nose. 
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ked  by  football  played  in  the  true  tradition 
of  St.  Jerome's.  Although  hard  fighting,  they 
were  also  known  for  their  sportsmanship  from 
the  first  game  to  the  last. 

They  lost  the  championship  on  a  technic- 
ality. St.  Mike's  protested  the  loss  of  a  game 
because  St.  Jerome's  had  used  ineligible 
players,  players  who  had  played  Senior  ball 
to  bolster  the  undermanned  Senior  squad. 
Father  Killoran,  our  athletic  director,  tried 
to  defeat  the  protest,  but  he  was  unsuccess- 
Our  Junior  football  team,  the  Falcons,  ex-  ful.

During  the  1952-53  basketball  season  St.

The  Lions  set  a 
new  all-Ontario  high  scoring  record  when  they

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THE  GOOD  SHEPHERD 

In  many  places  in  the  Gospel  narrative  our  Lord  uses  the  common  pastoral  conditions  of 
Palestine  as  illustrations  for  His  talks.  Thus  He  made  reference  to  Himself  as  the  door  of 
the  enclosure  through  which  the  sheep  must  pass.  Again,  He  compares  Himself  to  the  night- 
watchman  whose  voice  was  known  to  the  sheep.  On  another  occasion  He  proclaimed  that  He  had 
many  sheep  not  of  this  particular  fold. 

Sheep  and  shepherds  were  as  familiar  a  sight  in  Palestine  as  wheat  fields  in  our  Canad- 
ian West  or  corn  fields  in  the  Middle  West  of  the  United  States.  Several  shepherds  left 
their  sheep  in  a  common  enclosure  during  the  night.  The  gatekeeper  was  the  watchman.  Each 
of  the  sheep  had  a  name.  So  intimate  was  the  daily  association  between  the  shepherd  and 
sheep  that  the  animals  came  to  recognize  the  voice  of  their  owner. 

Sheep  are,  as  we  know,  timid  and  helpless  creatures.  While  climbing  the  stony  hills  of 
Judea  they  would  often  fall.  Dangerous  wild  animals  were  numerous.  The  good  shepherd  was 
compassionate  and  led  his  sheep  along  safe  paths.  He  would  risk  his  life  to  save  even  a 
young  lamb.  He  led  a  lonely  life,  yet  it  was  a  life  of  devoted  unselfishness. 

We  often  miss  the  full  intent  of  Christ's  words  because  we  are  unfamiliar  with  condit- 
ions in  a  pastoral  country,  but  the  comparisons  hold  true  for  our  day  also.  A  devoted 
parent,  a  kind  priest,  a  solicitous  teacher  work  unselfishly  for  their  children,  their 
people,  their  students.  The  hireling,  that  is,  one  not  deeply  devoted  to  Christ,  will  al- 
ways think  of  his  own  comfort  before  providing  for  the  welfare  of  others.  The  wolf  that 
draws  us  away  from  Christ  may  be  a  clever  writer,  a  scoffer,  a  subtly  poisoned  book,  or  a 
bad  companion.  In  warning  us  against  such  corrupting  influences,  the  Church  shows  deep 
wisdom. 

The  love  of  the  shepherd  was  in  direct  contrast  to  that  of  the  hireling. 

A  little  reflection  on  the  personal  qualities  of  the  Good  Shepherd  shows  us  that  He 
possessed  all  those  characteristics  associated  with  the  solicitous  guardian  of  a  flock. 

He  known  the  problems  that  confront  his  sheep.  So  Christ  knows  the  problems  of  each 
person;  He  knows  us  as  individual  personalities.  "I  know  mine,"  He  says, "and  mine  know 
Me . " 

He  leads  us  by  unselfish  example  along  the  thorny  and  stony  path  of  life.  The  she-ep 
follow  with  docility,  not  straying  into  fields  and  bypaths  which  lie  temptingly  on  either 
side . 

He  guides  us;  He  protects  us;  He  seeks  the  one  sheep  which  has  strayed  from  the  fold. 
The  thought  of  the  Good  Shepherd  is  always  solicitous  for  others. 

No  Utopian  theorist  or  communist  will  ever  make  a  heaven  of  earth.  Labor  and  burdens 
and  difficulties  will  always  be  a  part  of  our  lives.  Religion  will  continually  place  upon 
us  its  natural  obligations.  But  if  we  follow  the  lead  of  our  Good  Shepherd  these  will  be  a 
"yoke  which  is  sweet  and  a  burden  light."  The  world  needs  to  know  that  we  find  joy  in  our 
religion  and  the  strength  to  fulfill  its  demands  by  being  the  sheep  of  a  Good  Shepherd.
